Manslaughter charges were preferred 
against Dr. Louis W. Hoffman by First 
Precinct police following a coroner’s in- 
quest into circumstances surrounding 
the death of Miss Eleanor Lehman, 23 
years old, of 30 K street northwest, at 
the physio-therapist’s office in the Vic- 
tor Building Saturday night.

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NMCHINE GUN DISPUTE 
S UP TO CHAMBERLAN 


Italy Would Shelve Charges 
Against Hungary by the 
Little Entente. 


Geneva, March 5 (A.P.).—-The ma- 
chine gun shipment seized on the Hun- 
garian frontier, and involving what is 
known as the “St. Gothard incident,” 
has come before the League of Nations 
council. It is Ikely to prove a com- 
plicated problem. ‘The guns, number- 
ing 2,000, entered Hungary from Italy 
and were marked as destined for Po- 
land. They were neatly packed away 
in six cars and were supposed to be 
agricultural implements. 

The question of principle involved 
in the alleged clandestine importation 
is how far the League of Nations is 
entitled to investigate or control former 
enemy countries in the matter of arma- 
ments received in this way, It is urgued 
by France and the little entente—Jugo- 
siavia, Czechoslovakia, and Roumania— 
that if former enemy powers were per- 
mitted with impunity to import arms, 
thus violating the armaments provi- 
sions of the treaties, there would be no 
securlty of the allied powers. 

Hungary, which already has destroyed 
the guns and sold the scrap, protests 
that the little entente is trying to set 
up an unjustifiable precedent by estab- 
lishing the right of such league control 

Italy, whose part in the affair is sus- 
pected in some quarters, would prefer 
that the matter be shelved, arguing 
that peace best would be served in this 
way, while Germany is said to be only 
lukewarm in support of Hungary. 

Much is expected to depend on the 
attitude of Sir Austen Chamberlain, 
British foreign secretary, as Great 
Britain is regarded as the most dis- 
interested of the powers in the par- 
ticular question, which likely will come 
up definitely at tomorrow's meeting of 
the council. 

Exchange of visits between the lead- 
ing statesmen continued late tonight. 
Sir Austen Chamberlain had confer- 
ences with Dr. Walko, Hungarian 
foreign minister, and Signor Scialoia, 
of Italy. M. Briand, the French foreign 
minister, also had talks with Dr. Gus- 
tav Stresemann, representing Germany, 
and with the Hungarian and Polish 
foreign ministers.

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INTOLERANCE, 


Several prominent citizens have recently 
advertised their “tolerance” by declaring that, 
while they are Protestants, they favor the 
nomination and election of Gov. Smith, not- 
withstanding the fact that he is a Catholic. 
They insist that the question of a man’s re- 
ligion should not enter into the campaign, and 
that any man conspicuously fit to be President 
can be depended upon to perform his duties 
conscientiously, whatever his own religious 
belief may be. 

This is sound common 
Americanism. Why it 
liquor as well as religion? 

There is more intolerance in the United 
States in respect to the eighteenth amend- 
ment than in respect to religion. No doubt 
Bro. Borah prides himself upon his lack of 
intolerance in religious matters, although, 
strangely enough, he has overlooked the op- 
portunity to get a little advertising on that 
point. But he is exaggerating the liquor ques- 
tion to an absurd degree, by trying to pin 
down all candidates to a commitment that 
they favor a special pronouncement in party 
platforms in favor of the enforcement of the 
Vdlstead act. Why not a special pronounce- 
ment in favor of the enforcement of the law 
against smuggling drugs and criminal aliens, 
or of the law against mail frauds and rob- 
beries? 

Senator Reed, of -Missouri, properly 
suggests that there is something more in this 
campaign than a bottle of whisky and a 
schooner of beer. But millions of intolerant 
Americans do not think ‘so. They are ob- 
sessed by the idea that no man is fit to be 
President unless he will swear beforehand 
that enforcement of the Volstead law shall be 
made the most important policy of his admin- 
istration. They seem to regard indifference 
to the subject as equivalent to treason to the 
United States. {f a candidate is engrossed in 
really important political issues they charge 
him with cowardice and evasion on the sub- 
ject of prohibition. Yet they are ready to 
entrust the Government to any man who 
proves himself a bigot on the liquor question, 
no matter what his views may be on political 
issues. 

’ Americans despise a man Who harps upon 
religion in politics, and proudly proclaim that 
they do not share his intolerance. Yet many 
of them harp upon the liquor question with as 
much intolerance and unfairness a8 was ever 
shown by a Spanish inquisitor. 

. The United States would make itself the 
laughing stock of the world if it should elect 
3 President solely because he never took a 
drink of liquor and made prohibition both his 
religion and his politics. A President possess- 
ing this distorted and intolerant opinion on 
one subject would be incompetent to deal with 
other subjects. He would very probably em- 
broil the country with foreign governments in 
some foolish controversy pertaining to liquor, 
and no doubt he would misuse fis powers by 
employing the Army and Navy to enforce the 
Volstead law. He would do infinitety more 
mischief than a religious bigot could do, for 
he would be acting in the name of the law, 
whereas there is no law which a religious 
zealot gould invoke as justification. for his 
acts. 

- No man should be nominated for President 
who lacks a comprehensive knowledge of na- 
iional problems, or who has demonstrated 
that he favors the enforcement of one law 
more than another. The country does not 
want a zealot in the White House, whether 
his mania takes the form of religion, atheism, 
pacifism, jingoism, Volsteadism, or anti-

THE QUEST FOR MANGANESE. 


A successful iron blast furnace upon an 
experimental scale, large enough to insure 
Auplication of the processes which mark the 
eperations of a standard furnace and yet 
g$mah enough for each stage of the operation 
to be fully observed, is providing the United 
States Bureau of Mines opportunity to study 
methods for separating manganese from the 
iron ores of northern Minnesota. The Minne- 
sota ores are manganiferous in a large de- 
gree, but the processes of extraction that have 
been followed are too costly. Superintendent 
Joseph and his associates of the Bureau of 
Mines, having solved other difficult problems 
of low-grade ores, are attacking the extrac- 
tion of manganese with the weapous of ex- 
perience. 

* As an essential for the manufacture of steel, 
this metal has the high value which scarcity 
, ad pecessity give it. Unti] the country can 
ve free from the need of importing manganese 
from Russia and Brazil and be able to supply 
mestic manganese in required quantities 
and at commercial rates, one of the difficult 
problems of securing war supplies wil) re- 
in unsolved.

The gas-shell system apparently has many 
advantages. It produces, it js said, an in- 
creased lump-coal yield of from 10 to 15 per 
cent, makes possible a reduction in timbering, 
eliminates roof fracture and removes all dau- 
ger of an explosion, thereby permitting the fine 
slack to be loaded with the lump coal instead 
of having to load out the fine dust before 
“shooting.” It has been proved further that

OVATION GREETS LEADER 
OF SYMPHONY CONCERT 


Koussevitzky Charms Audi- 
ence With Skill in Han- 
dling Brahms Numbers. 


RAVEL WORK APPLAUDED 


Washington music lovers confirmed 
their previous high opinion of Serge 
Koussevitzky as an orchestral leader 
when the famous Russian musician led 
the Boston Symphony Orchestra in a 
brilliant concert yesterday at Polli's 
Theater, 

The representative audience which 
packed the house grew more and more 
enthusiastic as the program progressed 
tc its magnificent climax—“The Sym- 
phony No. 1 in C. Minor” by Brahms. 

Conductor Koussevitzky was given 
an ovation when he walked to the con- 
ductor’s stand to open the program. 
This was Handel’s “Concerto Grosso 
No. 5 in D-Major for String Orchestra.” 
The soloists heard during this classic 
number were: violins—Richard Burgin, 
Julius Theodorowicz; Viola, Jean Le- 
franc and violoncello, Jean Bedeth. 

M. Koussevitzky, who has assumed 
permanent charge of the Boston Sym- 
phony Orchestra as a conductor has an 
original style, dynamic, yet never flam- 
bouyant and capable of making fine 
distinctions in tone productions, phras- 
ing and enunciation of his several 
groups of instruments. This was at 
once apparent in the Handel Concerto 
where the ethereal beauty of the 
Strings in melodies that charmed every 
ear was maintained throughout the 
several themes in the movements of the 
composition, In the “Largo” move- 
ment new beauties were discovered and 
given an eloquent interpretation, 

Again in the Brahms symphony with 
which the program was closed the or- 
chestra upheld every ideal of tnesse, 
knowledge, both technical and inspira- 
tional, indicated to them by the great 
Russian musiclan who has brought the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra back to its 
traditional place in the American or- 
chestral fleld. 

Seldom has the familiar 
Lohengrin,” by Wagner, been 
played here as It 
organization.

and form and at its close the audience 
recalled the conductor who insisted on 
Sharing the applause with his men 
again and again. 

If the composer Ravel could have 
heard the orchestral excerpts from 
Daphnis et Chloe” yesterday played by 
orchestra he would have been 
greatly delighted.

No doubt picturegoers occasionally 
wonder if t.e gems they see players 
wearing on the screen—the rings, the 
necklaces, brooches, bracelets and other

Several thousand Washingtonians 
yesterday attended the opening of the 
amaryllis show of the Department of 
Agriculture in the greenhouses at Foure- 
teenth and B streets northwest. In the 
morning, Mrs. W. M. Jardine, wife of 
the Secretary of Agriculture. was 
hostess at a preliminary showing, and 
the exhibition was thrown open to the 
public in the afternoon. 

Many women prominent in official 
and resident society of the Capital were 
guests of Mrs. Jardine. Speiclists of 
the department escorted the visitors 
through the rows of vividly cslo.ed 
blooms, pointing out inter-st'ng bo- 
tanical features achieved by the Gov- 
ernment since 1909, when cultivain 
of the amaryllis was started from a 
dozen bulbs imported from E gland. 
A pure white bloom, wh'ch*amazed the 
world when it was first shown three 
years ago, was displayed by the ce- 
partment, as well as two specimens of 
the pelican flower, a rare plant. It is 
a native of the West Indies, Central 
and South America. 

In addition to Mrs. Jardine’s guests, 
Secretary Jardine entertained members 
of Congress at a special showing. Dr. 
William A. Taylor, chief of the bureau 
of plant industry, and other officials 
of the department, accompanied them 
through the greenhouses. A crowd of 
several hundred persons were on hand 
when the public was admitted at 1! 
o'clock. The exhibition will be open 
daily from 9 o'clock in the morning 
until 9 o’clock at night for one week. 
The driveway in the Department 
grounds has been reserved as a parking 
space for motorists. 

In the show this year are 1,200 plants, 
the majority of which have two stalks, 
with from 2 to 7 flowers on each stalk. 
Although there is a wide range of color 
—the bleoms revealing every tint from 
red to white—lighter shades are preva- 
lent. All of the flowers in the exhibli- 
tion are the Department's hybrids.
